Hardy L. Berry and Harry Shep­ 
ard are Sedalia gentlemen who re­ 
moved to Colorado to engage in 
the raising of Rocky Ford melons, 
a number of crates of which have 
been shipped to friends here this 
summer. 
Geo. W . Swink is the originator 
of the Rocky Ford melon. 
About 
tw enty 
years 
ago 
iMr. 
Swink 
planted a cantaloupe seed on his 
farm near Rocky Ford, Col. 
The 
first year’s effort was not a success, 
but the next year he produced a 
melon 
that was far superior to 
anything ever placed on the mar­ 
ket before. 
The next year his neighbors, savs 
the Kansas City Times, profiting 
by his experience, planted small 
crops of the little melons and since 
then the Rocky Ford has steadily 
increased in reputation until at 
present it is well known through­ 
out the United States. 
The Rocky Ford is an aristocrat­ 
ic melon. 
It is served in the W al­ 
dorf-Astoria hotel in N ew York as 
well as the Palace hotel in Denver. 
In the east it commands a wonder­ 
ful price and this prevents its con­ 
sumption to any great extent ex­ 
cept by the princes and other poten­ 
tates with 
dainty appetites and 
fastidious stomachs. 
In Kansas City the Rockv Ford 
is sold for only a slight advance 
over the liome grown article, and 
the latter was unusually abundant 
this year. 
The district in whicii the Rocky 
Ford is grown extends for fifty 
miles in the La Junta country. 
The country is divided into pros­ 
perous farms, which are devoted 
exclusiely to raising the cantaloupe. 
Tlie fanners have formeli an asso­ 
ciation, 
incorporated 
under the 
laws of Colorado. 
Business 
is 
transacted through the ollicers of 
the association and in this wav a 
glut in the market is impossible. 
Each 
farmer plants 
as many 
melons as his land will allow. 
Out 
there rain is scarce and irrigation 
is necessary. 
To this fact is at­ 
tributed tlie delicious llavor for 
whicli the melons 
are 
known. 
They are maintained at an even 
temperature the year round. 
No 
summer showers washes the dirt 
from the roots or cover tlie vines 
with soil. 
The Rocky Ford day 
by day llourishes with an evenness 
that can almost be noticed. 
No 
sudden growth for a few days arid 
as sudden ceasing on account of 
cold 
weather. 
The 
climate of 
Colorado is an even one and melons 
demand just such conditions. 
As the crop begins to ripen 
preparations are made to get the 
melons onto the market without de­ 
lay. 
Agents are selected in all the 
principal cities and the association 
gets ready for business. 
Crates are 
purchased in carlots. 
For this year's crop forty car­ 
loads of crates were req uired. They 
were represented merely by the 
rough boards. 
This many carloads 
were eq ual to uo.ooo crates. 
It 
takes that many according to ex­ 
pert calculations to hold the fruit. 
W hen tlie fruit ripens the farmers 
begin to ship. 
The 
melons are 
gatliered twice a day. 
Tliey are 
crated forty-five juicy ones to the

action to protect themselves as may 
be necessary. 
A peculiar thing about the man­ 
ner iu which the association is m an­ 
aged, and to show its completeness, 
is the fact that the directors last 
winter placed the price for Rocky 
Ford cantaloupes at 9 7^ cents per 
crate of forty-five melons. 
All 
through the season they can be 
purchased for nothing more or less, 
and their ability to secure what 
•/ 
they ask has never met with disas­ 
ter. 
The melons are packed care­ 
fully and are placed in refrigerator 
cars. 
A good lot of Rocky Ford 
cantaloupes are kept sometimes for 
five or six wrecks. 
Such is the 
soundness of the melon and tlie 
judgment of the grower as to when 
it should be picked. 
Melon grow­ 
ing in the Rocky Ford district is a 
science as well as a profession. 
A n idea of the immensitv of the 
business is gathered when it is fig­ 
ured that 120,000 crates are nec­ 
essary. 
This means to the growers, 
at 97.^ cents per crate, $9 5,400. In 
namber the melons will amount to 
5,400,000, and as retailed by the 
dealer involves a 
sum eq ual 
to 
$270,000 at 5 cents a piece, as they 
are sold in Kansas City. 
A t 360 
crates to a car, it is eq ual to about 
30 trainloads of melons, counting 
twelve cars to a train. 
Such is the 
wonderful record 
made by a very small territory of 
this progressive west. 
W hat one 
community does for the business of 
the world there are possibilities for 
other sections, and in tim3 the law 
of natural selection will get in its 
work.

Y o r k will be m ad e in iS hours.

m inutes for stops. 
Leroy B a rtle tt, m aster m echanic 
of the M issouri Pacific road, recalls 
the testing of tlie engine in 
St.

O ne of them , says the St. Louis 
R epublic, prepared by B. F. R us ­ 
sell, of C raw fo rd county, is a re­ 
hash of the state debt, w hich he 
charges directly to dem ocratic m is­ 
m anagem ent, A n o the r comes from 
S am B. Keller, of i^iilaski county, 
w ho has been holding a job 
at 
W a shin g to n for the last tw o years. 
M r. K eller lias undertaken to show 
that tlie dem ocratic 
general 
as­ 
semblies have been very extrava­ 
gant. 
A very brief statem ent will show 
w here the blam e for its existence 
at present belongs. 
T he debt was 
created betw een the years 18^1 and 
1857. In 1851 there w as not a foot 
of railroad in the state of ^lissouri, 
and subsequently the state lent its 
credit to the extent of .^23,701,000 
to aid in the construction of seven 
lines of railroad. 
T o secure itself, the state held a 
first m ortgage on all the railroad 
property, estim ated to be w orth 
$47 ,000,000, and on nearly 2,000,- 
000 acres of land. 
In one w ay or 
another the republicans disposed of 
these liens held by the state so as 
to realize but a little over $6,ocx),- 
000, and thus wlien all 
the costs 
are counted in, it cost the ta xpa y ­ 
ers of the state more than $25,000,- 
000 on this score alone 
for 
tlie 
tim e the republicans party w as in 
pow er. 
M o re than 
this, 
tttxation 
was 
hig h, the sta te ’s 
securities were 
w o rth hut about 6 0 cents on the 
dollar an d the school fund had been 
plundered in 'the m eantim e by the 
same party. 
T he story of m ism an ­ 
agem ent is a very long one, but a 
few samples will suffice to show 
beyond arg um e n t just how reckless 
the republicans 
were 
in loading 
debts on the public. 
M r. Russell says that the rail­ 
roads were sold for all tliey were 
w orth, and that the state could not 
have realized any more tlian it did. 
T he only railroad that the republi­ 
cans did not sell was the lla n n iba l 
and St. Joseph. 
T he 
state had 
lent this road $3,000,000, and every 
cent of this was collected, as well 
as the interest, after the dem ocrats 
cam e in pow er. 
H o w does this contrast w ith the 
Pacific railroad debt? 
(j . A . F in k ­ 
elnburg, the 
republican 
nominee 
for the long term judgeship of the 
suprem e court, can give the p-D"ty 
some inform ation on this subject. 
H e w as a m em ber of the legislature 
in 1868, and also a m em ber of a 
special committeejof that body to ex­ 
am ine into some of the transactions 
bearing on tha t debt. 
This road 
ow ed the state $10,7 00,000, and 
this entire debt w as released by the 
co m pan y paying into the treasury
